REMARKS 

Claims 1-54 are pending in this application. Claims 32-47 have been 
withdrawn from consideration. Claims 27-31 and 48-50 were previously allowed, and claims 
2-26 and 51-54 are indicated as allowable. 



Section 102(b) Rejections. 

Claim 1 is canceled. All the remaining claims were either allowed or indicated 
as allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Claims 2, 4, 8, 12, 17, 25, and 26 are amended to incorporate the limitations of 
the rejected base claim 1. These claims have been rewritten in independent form in accordance 
with comments provided by Examiner, and accordingly the objection directed to their being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim is believed to be overcome. 
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Claims 3, 5, 6, 7, 9-11, 13-16, 18-24, and 51-54 will now no longer be 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but on claims rewritten in independent form, and hence 
the objection directed to their being dependent upon a rejected base claim is believed to be 
overcome. 

Additional Rewritten Claims 

Claims 13, 15, 16, 18, 19, and 24 have been rewritten to overcome any potential 
rejections by the Examiner under Section 1 12, second paragraph, for vagueness for lack of 
appropriate antecedent bases. 

Claim 28, which was previously allowed has been rewritten to incorporate the 
limitations of claim 1 .
